Biggesf air battle since 1967 
Israelis down 13 Syrian jets 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli air 
fo rce jets sho t do wn 13 Sy rian 
MIG21 fighters in a do gfight to ­ 
day o v er the Mediterran ean , 
the military co mman d rep o rt 
ed. On e Israeli p lan e was hit 
bu t the p ilo t was rescu ed fro m 
the sea u n harmed. 
It was the biggest air battle 
in the Middle East sin ce the 
1967 war. 
The military co mman d said 
o n e Sy rian p ilo t also bailed o u t 
in to the Mediterran ean after 
his So v iet-bu ilt jet was hit, bu t 


was p icked u p by an Israeli 
rescu e helico p ter. 
The Israeli co mman d made 
n o men tio n o f raidin g gro u n d 
targets in side Sy ria, as rep o rt­ 
ed earlier in Beiru t. The air ac­ 
tio n ap p eared to hav e been co n ­ 
fin ed to the do gfight swirlin g 
fro m the Sy rian cease-fire lin e 
o u t o v er the sea. 
The Israelis said the air 
battle was a chan ce en co u n ter 
with Sy rian warp lan es that 
scrambled in to the air to in ter­ 
cep t an Israeli reco n n aissan ce 
p atro l alo n g the Sy rian bo rder. 
Earlier rep o rts fro m Beiru t 
said Sy rian au tho rities n o tified 
Beiru t 
airp o rt 
that 
Israeli 
p lan es were stagin g an air at­ 
tack so mewhere in Sy ria, an d 


that Sy rian air sp ace had been 
clo sed to all aircraft. 
In fo rman ts in Beiru t said the 
Beiru t airp o rt was clo sed to ail 
co mmercial traffic alo n g with 
the Damascu s airp o rt.

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Monetary reform goal 
of Paris meetings

The Committee of 20 on Monetary 
Reform, representing the free 
world's trading nations, has con­ 
vened in Paris. A question is the 
shattered, 
unstuck. 
Humpty- 
Dumpty U .S. dollar 


Although our dollar is now some­ 
what stabilized abroad, its collapse 
bewilders millions of us taxpaying 
peasants. 


We know it is totally preposterous 
that the money of this most produc­ 
tive and richest country in the world 
be in trouble. 
Well, our dollar is in trouble be­ 
cause our politicians, making their 
political hay. put it there. That’s 
why it is no longer what it always 
was—the standard of the world 


Any monetary system will work 
for the United States if we have a 
balanced budget and an equilibrium 
in our international balance of trade. 
Instead, foreigners see our dollar 
trapped in a backwash of billions on 
billions in unending, irresponsible 
budget deficits, international bal- 
ance-of-payments deficits, juggled 
books, pork-barrel handouts, the tin­ 
kering with debt maturities, the dou­ 
ble-counting of our gold bars, etc. 
The web of official statistics 
masks as much as it displays about 
the exchange value of the U.S. dol­ 
lar. 


It is not up to the Committee of 20 
or 
the world's central 
bankers 
abroad to restore confidence in the 
U.S. dollar. It is up to the United 
States But at this point the problem 
of the international monetary sys­ 
tem enters And it’s a crazy-quilt 
mess of its own 
Within the past six years alone 
our dollar has been faced by six ma­ 
jor changes. These six are the again- 
devaluation of the British pound 
sterling m November, 1967; the 
adoption of the two-tier price for 
gold in March. 1968; the subsequent 
readjustments of the major world 
currencies;the floating of the U.S. 
dollar in August. 1971; the Smithson­ 
ian Agreement of December. 1971; 
and the second devaluation of the 
dollar in February. 1973. 
The Damocles sword hung over 
these actions;they were taken in a 
nervous atmosphere, their probable 
effectiveness was insufficiently 
studied and they resulted from a se­ 
ries of errors and omissions by the 
governments of the major industri­ 
alized nations. 


After the closing of foreign ex­ 
change markets for several days 
last March, the frantic central bank­ 
ers of 14 industrialized nations held a 
meeting in Paris. 
This resulted chiefly in the adop­ 
tion of a joint float system for their 
currencies by six Common Market 
countries;

First, there remains th e g reat 
gaping hole regarding the mo n ey o f 
the world’s second biggest trad in g 
nation, the Japanese yen. Seco n d , 
the system seems utterly in cap ab le 
in restoring the absolutely essen tial 
world confidence. 


We are at the point where speak­ 
ing of an international mo n etary 
system is a mere euphemism. Th ere 
is only international monetary dis­ 
order. 


As a result, speculation in world 
currencies reigns supreme, and gold 
speculation reigns with it. 
Wh at is u ltimately at stak e in th e 
Paris meetin g o f th e Co mmittee o f 
20 o n Mo n etary Refo rm is th e p res­ 
erv atio n an d mo d ern izatio n o f th e 
mo n etary co o p eratio n th at h as lifted 
th e free wo rld ’s lead in g n atio n s fo r 
20 y ears.

District 1, expressed a com­ 
plaint that the health certificates for 
employes of county liquor establish­ 
ments were not required to be sub­ 
mitted before new licenses were is­ 
sued 
Dunphy pointed out this require­ 
ment had been enforced when he 
was chairman of the board and con­ 
tended it had not been enforced since 
the new chairman took over. 
Dr. E 
S. Parmenter, county 
medical officer, says the require­ 
ment for health certificates to be 
submitted for eating establish­ 
ments, whether liquor is served or 
not. is a local matter and enforce­ 
ment is up to the county. 
Dr. Parmenter reports his de­ 
partment handles the licensing of 
eating places under rules estab­ 
lished by state law. He said the 
county sanitarian visits all business­ 
es serving food before a license is­ 
sued by the Health Department is is­ 
sued, and the investigation is the 
“ housekeeping’’ of the place. 
Couched in these contentions are 
two conflicting ideas and an expres­ 
sion of the limitation of the power of 
the County Board. 
Dunphy’s insistence that health 
certificates for employes of liquor 
establishments be presented before 
a license is renewed, constitutes re­ 
quiring these businesses to perform 
an act which is not demanded of 
them if they served only food. 
A. H. Fraza, District 4, present 
board chairman, has relaxed this 
enforcement as it is an expression 
that it is a discriminatory act which 
amounts to picking on liquor license- 
holders. 
The question is, why should a liq­ 
uor license-holder who serves food 
be required to furnish certain kinds 
of evidences about the healthfulness 
of his employes which would not be 
required of him if he did not serve 
liquor. 
This question asks why employe 
health certification becomes impor­ 
tant only w hen there is liquor served 
along with food. 
There are three likely answers: 
The first is practically all eating es­ 
tablishments also serve liquor, so if 
it’s a good idea for food-handling 
employe health certificates, then 
most are covered by this. 
Secondly, it may be an unex­ 
pressed feeling the Health Depart­ 
ment scrutinizement of cleanliness 
of eating places may not be exacting 
enough and may be an effort to add 
something to requirements which 
the state does not demand, namely, 
asking for employe health certifi­ 
cates. 
Finally, since the County Board 
has no power to license eating 
places, when members feel there 
should be some direction from the 
county government it must be chan­ 
neled through the county’s liquor 
rules. 
It seems to us if the county im­ 
poses the employe health certificate 
demand on liquor license-holders 
win, serve food it constitutes unequal 
treatment of those in the food busi­ 
ness and probably would be ruled 
discriminatory, if contested.

It is something of a truism in 
Washington that under the impact of 
Watergate, he has begun to change. 
Cited as evidence is his appearance 
at two press conferences in as many 
weeks, the beginning of de-centrali- 
zation of power with the appoint­ 
ment of Henry Kissinger to the post 
of Secretary of State, the low’er pro­ 
file of Ron Ziegler, and the presence 
in the White House of a political pro 
like the tough Melvin Laird. 
But it can easily be argued that 
this change is more apparent than 
real, that he is merely operating be­ 
hind a different facade. The “ he" of 
the lead is, of course. Richard Nix­ 
on—by the grace of an unprecedent­ 
ed landslide President of the United 
States until 1976. “ He” requires no 
further clarification in the present 
political context. 
As one who has closely obseved 
Richard Nixon for more than 24 
years—first as newsman, then as 
friend, and latterly as a charter 
member of the anti-Haldeman bri­ 
gade in the press—it would be my 
considered opinion that he has not 
changed at all. Whether or not he 
can or should change is a question 
that should be dealt with at another 
time. But the evidence of change 
does not so far stand up. 
Consider the “ open” 
Richard 
Nixon of the press conferences. He is 
still 
over-defensive, 
over-explica­ 
tive, and over-rhetorical. He is still 
the same Richard Nixon of the first 


debate with John F. Kennedy in the 
1960 campaign, of the bitter farewell 
to the press in 1962. He is still fight­ 
ing battles which, as President of the 
United States, he should have put 
aside. He is still a debater—an ex­ 
cellent one—rather than an explica- 
tor. He makes his points, but he has 
still to generate that comfortable ac­ 
quiescence which was Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s stock-in-trade. He is still 
battling for an acceptance which he 
should take for granted. 
De-centralization 
of 
power? 
Placing Dr. Kissinger in the State 
Department involved nothing more 
than giving him a new title. Kissin­ 
ger's base of operations will still be 
the White House, though as Secre­ 
tary of State he will be more subject 
to the call of Congress and the de­ 
structive pressures of Chairman 
F'ulbright’s Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee. Unlike the late 
John Foster Dulles who made for­ 
eign policy for President Eisenhow­ 
er, Kissinger will be the technician 
of policies hand-crafted at the White 
House. The reins of all policy, small 
or large, still rest in the President’s 
hands. 
And what of Ron Ziegler? Howev­ 
er low the profile, he has been 
moved up from spokesman to policy 
maker. Whether this is good or bad 
depends on an evaluation of his kup- 
abilities, and I believe they are con­ 
sequential. But Ziegler was created 
by H. R. Haldeman and shares with 
him the belief that the President and 


the White House should be hermeti­ 
cally sealed. Old friends and asso­ 
ciates of Mr. Nixon who served him 
well in the past are still on the out­ 
side looking in, their influence on 
the President’s thinking still, to put 
it vulgarly, zilch. 


Then there is the case of Melvin 
Laird. Those who saw Laird in ac­ 
tion when he was a ranking Republi­ 
can in the House of Representatives 
know how well he could break down 
the barriers created by the Halde^ 
man clique between the White House 
and the Congress. Laird is highly re­ 
spected by his former colleagues— 
and that respect could be employed 
to re-establish a working relation­ 
ship with the President. But Laird, 
who took the job of domestic affairs 
aide to the President, must still con­ 
tend with the Haldeman-Ehrlich- 
man approach. He must waste val­ 
uable time battling with such pre- 
Watergate holdovers as Ron Zieg­ 
ler who, for all his virtues, does not 
yet understand what makes Wash­ 
ington run. 
Richard Nixon still remains one. 
man alone in the White House, a; 
lonely eagle’s nest which has be­ 
come the loneliest job in the world.j 
He is still reacting to attack rather - 
than moving ahead on his own. He is- 
still missing every opportunity to- 
neutralize press antagonism—even! • 
to win over some of his tormen-; 
tors—because he still sees the Presi-: 
dency as he did in 1969.

Quacks hurting cancer cures 
People in the news 


CHICAGO (A P) — A health 
educator asserts that medical 
science is capable of curing 70 
per cent of all cancer cases but 
in fact cures only 38 per cent 
because many cancer victims 
turn to quacks instead of quali­ 
fied doctors. 
• Quacks, 
said 
Helene 
G. 
Brown of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, Los Angeles, “ are really 
committing murder.” 
Mrs. Brown spoke Tuesday at 
the American Cancer Society’s 
first national conference on 
cancer nursing and later at a 
news conference. 
“ The quack always offers 
early 
diagnosis 
(often 
er­ 
roneous) and treatment that is 
instantaneous, easy, less ex­ 
pensive, non toxic and magical 
... and in the process a life is 
lost and a greedy ghoul makes 
another trip to the bank,” she 
said. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration has estimated that can­ 
cer quackery is a $2 billion a- 
year business but the “ cost in 
lives cannot 
be computed,” 
Mrs. Brown said.

The “ three big Ds” cf cancer 
quackery, she said, are diet, 
devices and drugs. 
She said the interest in dieta­ 
ry treatment has grown with 
the increasing popularity of 
health food stores, noting that 
many 
such 
store 
operators 
diagnose illness and prescribe 
treatments. 
“ This practice is rampant to­ 
day 
and 
despicable,” 
Mrs. 
Brown said. 
Machines easily fool some 
people, she said, because so 
many machines are legitimate­ 
ly used in contemporary medi­ 
cine. 
Devices used by quacks, she 
said, are worthless. 
Mrs. Brown said the most 
popular quack drug now in use 
is Laetrile, which is derived 
from apricot pits. It has been 
deemed worthless by the FDA 
and banned in interstate com­ 
merce, she said, but “ a fantas­ 
tic underground railroad” leads 
Americans to Mexico, Germany 
or the Philippines to obtain this 
treatment. 
Laetrile has been sold in 


health food stores as Vitamin 
B17. which does not exist scien­ 
tifically. she said, adding that 
Krebiozen, another contraband 
drug, is still available in some 
states. 
Mrs. Brown, president of the 
American Cancer Society's Cal­ 
ifornia division, said 1.5 to 2 
million Americans have been 
cured of cancer and that none 
of these was treated with the 
unproved methods promoted by 
quacks. 
Reasons why people go to 
quacks, she said, include the 
fact quack treatment costs less 
than the expensive legitimate 
treatment and that quacks offer 
instantaneous cures as opposed 
to the slow, legitimate process 
that often discourages victims. 
Mrs. Brown said greater pub­ 
lic education about quackery is 
needed along with medical per­ 
sonnel spending more time with 
cancer patients to allay their 
fears, to offer psychological 
support and to explain that the 
path to overcoming cancer can 
be a long, slow and sometimes 
discouraging process.

Farmers are harvesting record 
crops of wheat and corn but 
consumers may have to wait 
awhile before seeing much re­ 
lief at the supermarket. 
The reason: foreign buyers 
are helping to drive up prices 
of grain ne^ ed to fatten cattle, 
hogs, and poultry for American 
dinner tables. 


Even if prices of grain and 
soybeans come down further — 
they have eased slightly from 
recent record peaks — Agricul­ 
ture Department experts say it 
takes time for livestock produc­ 
ers to gear up their production. 
Many livestock farmers also 
are hesitant about expanding 
without reliable evidence that 
their feed costs can be justified 


over the long haul. 
But the latest crop estimates 
released Tuesday by the de­ 
partment 
provided 
at 
least 
some hope that the long-await­ 
ed boost in the nation’s food 
supply may be near. 
The corn crop, always a 
prime factor in consumer food 
supplies as a livestock feed, 
was forecast at a record 5.77 


billion bushels, up 4 per cent 
the next year, 
from last year. 
However, department offi­ 
cials say about 5.8 billion bush­ 
els will be needed to fill both 
domestic and foreign orders. 
That 
means 
the 
nation’s 
dwindling corn reserve — ex­ 
pected to be down to less than 
a two-month supply by Oct. 1 — 
will diminish even further over 


The giant demand also sug­ 
gests that prices of corn and 
other feed grains will remain 
high well into 1974. 


Wheat and soybean exports 
also continue to soar, prompted 
by demands from other coun­ 
tries.

A m ilitary coup in Santiago 
on Tuesday ended Allende’s 
presidency three years and two 
months before the end of his 
six-year term. The police said 
he committed suicide, fulfilling 
the prediction he had made 
three years before. 


His 
overthrow 
interrupted 
nearly half a century of demo­ 
cratic government in Chile and 
removed the Western Hemi­ 
sphere’s only freely elected 
Marxist president. 


A Socialist senator, Allende 
was the high man of three in 
the 1970 election but got only 
36.5 per cent of the vote. The 
anti-Communist 
Christian 
Democrats, Chile’s largest par­ 
ty, agreed to support him in the 
runoff election in Congress, and 
he defeated conservative Jorge 
Alessandri 153-35. 
Allende was the standard 
bearer of a Popular Unity coa­ 
lition of six left-wing groups, in­ 
cluding the Socialist and Com­ 
munist parties. During his cam­ 
paign, he pledged that his revo­ 
lution would be as Chilean as 
“ meat pies and wine,” tradi­ 
tional fare in the country snak­ 
ing 
down 
South 
America’s 
southwest coast. 


sympathy. Sabotage and anti- 
Allende protest 
marches in­ 
creased the fever. 
The truckers, with links to 
the rightist

party, 
were demanding new vehicles, 
higher freight rates and guar­ 
antees that Allende’s socializa­

His proposal for nationalizing 
U.S. interests in Chilean copper 
won approval from the oppos- 
tion-controlled Congress.

Allende claimed the U.S.-owned 
copper giants were eligible for 
no compensation because of ex­ 
cess profits in the past. 
The government also nation­ 
alized almost all large private 
farms and ranches in the pre­ 
dominantly agricultural nation, 
bought control of most private 
banks and took over numerous 
factories and businesses. 
Allende 
froze

and 
raised wages, giving workers a 
fleeting bonanza in buying pow­ 
er. 
But business profits and in­ 
vestment declined and output 
failed to meet demand. The 
agrarian reform upset farm 
production and shortages of all 
kinds of goods began to bring 
discontent 
and 
wildly 
sky­ 
rocketing inflation that reached 
an annual rate of more than 300 
per cent this year. 
As the shortages intensified 
and inflation broke loose, anti- 
Marxists took to the streets in 
demonstrations against the gov­ 
ernment. There were clashes 
with police and pro-Marxists, 
resulting in injuries and ar­ 
rests. 
The crescendo of unrest that 
led to Tuesday’s coup started 
when 40,000 private truck own­ 
ers went on strike Ju ly 26. 
Their walkout almost paralyzed 
distribution of fuel, already 
scarce food and other com­ 
modities.

Neal, who headed the govern­ 
ment team that successfully 
prosecuted former Teamsters 
Union President James Hoffa 
on jury tampering charges in 
1964. was one of the first attor­ 
neys recruited by Cox when he 
became special prosecutor last 
May. 
Neal, 43, has been in private 
law practice since 1966 when he 
resigned as U.S. attorney for 
the middle district of Ten­ 
nessee. 
Federal law prohibits an at­ 
torney who spends more than 
60 days on the government pay­ 
roll from continuing his private 
law practice. Attorneys em­ 
ployed by the government for 
less than 60 days can continue 
to 
represent 
individuals 
in 
cases unrelated to their govern­ 
ment work. 
Neal has commuted between 
Nashville and Washington, di­ 
viding his time between his pri­ 
vate practice and his work for 
Cox. He has been on the gov­ 
ernment payroll only when in 
Washington, a total of about 50 
days. 
When Cox announced that 
Neal was joining his staff he 
said it would be “ for as long as 
I can convince him to stay. The 
present arrangement is that he 
will work for two weeks or 
longer if he can.” 
Both Cox and Neal refused to 


elaborate at the time on that 
cryptic announcement. 
However, Cox put Neal in 
charge of the most important 
phase of the investigation, and 
it was apparent Cox hoped he 
would stay to try criminal 
cases in the scandal. 
WTien the 60-day deadline ap­ 
proached, Cox asked Richard­ 
son for an opinion on whether 
the limitation applied to Neal. 
Richardson, in turn, asked 
for opinions from several divi­ 


sions within the department, in­ 
cluding the office of legal coun­ 
sel and the criminal division. 
A Justice Department spokes­ 
man refused to say what rec­ 
ommendations Richardson had 
received. 
But sources said the criminal 
division recommended against 
permitting Neal to continue 
without resigning from his law 
firm, a move he has said he is 
financially unable to make. 
Should Neal be forced to re­ 


sign, it could result in another 
delay in the case being present­ 
ed to the original Watergate 
grand jury, which goes out of 
existence Dec. 5. 
Presentation of evidence to 
the panel already has been 
slowed while Cox and his staff 
familiarized themselves with 
the case and again when the f 
court battle began over access-t 
to White House tape recordings * 
of conversations President N iv 
on had about Watergate.

Women technicians feel shortchanged 


SAN FRAN CISCO <AP> - 
Women's liberation may 
be 
making great strides in busi­ 
ness. but three top women in 
technology think they’d be bet­ 
ter off professionally if they 
were men. 
“ I ’d probably be president of 
a company somewhere if I 
were a man,” said Esther W il­ 
liams. a metallurgist and engi­ 
neering specialist with Lock­ 
heed Missiles & Space Co. in 
Sunnyvale, Calif. 
“ 1 think there’s no question 
I'd be at a higher level,” said 
Cynthia Pruett, manager of 
quality 
assurance 
systems 
measurement and analysis for 
IB M in San Jose, Calif. 
“ I think I ’d be higher be­ 


cause I think I would have had 
more ambition if I were a man. 
It wouldn’t take as long to de­ 
velop it,” said Sandra Hawley, 
manager of information scien­ 
ces for E S L Inc., in Sunnyvale. 
Ms. 
Williams, 
Pruett 
and 
Hawley — as they prefer to be 
called — spoke to newsmen at 
the Western Electronic Show 
and Convention Tuesday about 
the pitfalls of cracking the all- 
male. top-management strong­ 
hold 
in 
the 
scientific-tech­ 
nological industry. 
They were joined by Jam es 
Hitchcock, 
compliance 
man­ 
ager for Pacific Telephone, who 
said women’s image of women 
is probably a greater barrier to 
success in management than 


men's image ot women. 
“ I think there is a problem of 
women not competing as effec­ 
tively at that level,” he said. 
“ And this is something we’re 
trying to encourage — having 
women compete at all levels 
and getting across the idea that 
there are no such things any­ 
more as men’s jobs and wom­ 
en’s jobs.” 
Ms. Williams, who put four 
children through college, said 
her career ran well until she 
got to the management level 
and “ then you hit the crunch.” 
Sho 
explained 
that 
many 


companies often give womefi 
management responsibility — 
but not management positions. 
“ I once had 13 people working 
for me but no official position,” 
she said. 


Ms. Pruett, who is divorced, 
said companies are definitely 
looking for women in manage­ 
ment and she would recom­ 
mend 
the 
scientific-tech­ 
nological world for a career. 


But she said she found it to 
her advantage to sign job appli­ 
cations R.C. Pruett instead of 
R. Cynthia Pruett.

But Teddy was a spoiled only 
child, whose doting mother 
hovered over him. 
Teddy knew he had her under 
his thumb, so he was really a 
temper tantrum brat

dental chair. 
So Dr. Dan calmly asked 
Teddy’s mother to go out into 
the reception room and leave 
them alcme together. 
But Teddy still remained 
adamant. 
“ I won’t do it ! I won’t do it!”

bluff you. 
It seldom takes more than 
one evidence 
of 
corporal 
punishment to show the child 
that thereafter you have a steel 
fist in your kid glove! 
Verbal control of children be­ 
comes easy thereafter, IF' 
And that big “ IF " means, IF 
you have let them realize that 
you will not hesitate to inflict a 
little corporal pain if they don’t 
abide by the rules of the game 
Remember, too, that a snap 
of your finger can produce 
more pain than a slow slap on 
his bottom! 
So it isn’t massive force that 
necessarily produces pain but a 
flick of your finger or a small 
switch. 
And pain is the quickest, mc«t 
efficient type of teaching both 
children and lower animals the 
proper rules of deportment. 
A mother dog or cat smacks 
her unruly offspring or may 
even bite it when it gets out of 
line. 
Thereafter, the puppy or 
kitten remembers. 
For Crod Almighty endowed 
children and other young 
creatures with more pain 
receptors in their skin than any 
other type of sensory cells. 
That apparently was to make 
sure that parental creatures 
inflicted a little judicious pain 
to add more authority to their 
human words, or to the dog’s 
growl or the cat’s meow. 
A child rarely touches a hot 
electric ircm or stove but once, 
for pain is not only a quick a 
lasting deterrent to future 
violations of the rules. 
Doctors of medicine and 
dentistry find that kiddies 
usually behave very well whai 
you doting mothers leave the 
room!
